To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Before  commencing  my  introductory  remarks  to  this 
report,  I wish  to  express  my  deep  sorrow  at  the  death  of  two 
members  of  the  Health  Committee.  Firstly  Alderman  A.  Sugden, 
chairman  of  the  Committee  for  many  years,  who  died  towards 
the  end  of  1961,  and  secondly  Alderman  J.  McDonald  who  died 
early  in  1962.  Both  were  keenly  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  and  made  most  valuable  contributions 
to  the  development  of  the  health  services  in  the  town.  Having 
worked  in  close  co-operation  with  them  for  so  many  years, 
they  both  became  my  personal  friends,  for  whom  I had  the 
greatest  respect  and  regard.  They  will  be  sadly  missed. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
health  services  for  Dewsbury  for  the  year  1961. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  population  of  the  town 
at  mid-1961  at  53,020,  a decrease  of  440  on  the  previous  year’s 
figure.  The  natural  increase  in  the  population  (that  is  the 
excess  of  live  births  over  deaths)  during  the  year  was  223. 

Live  births  registered  were  969  comprised  of  494  males  and 
475  females.  Of  this  number  61  or  6.3%  were  illegitimate  as 
compared  with  48  or  5.3%  in  1960.  The  birth  rate  for  the  year 
was  18.27  compared  with  16.9  for  the  previous  year.  The 
corrected  live  birth  rate  was  18.4  and  the  national  figure  was 
17.4. 


The  Still  Birth  Rate  was  11.2  per  1,000  total  live  and  still 
births,  a very  large  decrease  on  the  previous  year’s-  figure  of 
27.9.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.7. 

The  crude  Death  Rate  of  14.1  per  1,000  population  was 
above  the  national  rate  of  12.0  and  an  increase  on  the  town’s 
1960  death  rate  of  13.9.  The  heaviest  mortality  was  caused 
by  the  group  of  diseases  of  the  heart,  of  which  coronary  disease  , 
alone  accounted  for  137  deaths  or  18%  of  the  total  of  746 
deaths  from  all  causes.  There  was  a slight  decrease  over  last 
year  in  deaths  due  to  cancer  (all  forms),  this  year  there  were 
117  deaths  compared  with  120  last  year  giving  a death  rate 
of  2.2  per  1,000  population,  and  causing  15.7%  of  the  deaths 
from  all  causes.  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  was 
the  cause  of  3 deaths  giving  a death  rate  of  0.05  per  1,000 
population. 
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Out  of  a total  of  746  deaths,  498,  i.e.,  67%  were  of  persons 
over  65  years  of  age,  and  194,  i.e.,  26%  were  of  persons  between 
45-65  years  of  age.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  93%  of  all  deaths 
were  of  persons  over  45  years  of  age. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  20.2  is  the  second  lowest 
ever  recorded  for  the  town  and  compares  most  favourably  with 
the  national  average  of  21.4.  Another  pleasing  factor  is  the 
fall  in  the  Still  Birth  Rate  which  for  1961  was  11.2  compared 
with  27.9  for  1960  and  with  the  national  rate  of  18.7.  Coupled 
with  these  facts  it  is  immensely  gratifying  to  state  that  for  the 
past  10  years  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths.  It  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  exactly  100  years  ago,  i.e.,  1862,  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  for  Dewsbury  was  236-9,  i.e.,  more  than  1 
child  in  every  5 died  during  the  first  year  of  life  and  even  up 
to  1924  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  never  less  than  10U. 
The  present  day  figures  evidence  a most  remarkable  advance 
and  show  beyond  doubt  the  value  of  health  education  in  its 
widest  aspects.  When  Dr.  Halliwell,  the  first  full-time  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Borough  was  appointed  in  1905,  the 
problem  of  Child  Care  occupied  much  of  his  attention.  He 
realised  the  seriousness  of  the  problem  and  immediately 
issued  a pamphlet  entitled  “ Care  and  Feeding  of  Infants  ” 
which  was  distributed  to  every  household  in  the  Borough. 
Unfortunately  the  average  mother  was  not  inclined,  either 
through  old  fashioned  tradition  or  through  ignorance  and  poverty 
to  pay  much  attention  to  it  and  it  was  a failure.  Dr.  Halliwell, 
however,  was  not  discouraged  and  urged  the  Council  to  appoint 
its  first  Health  Visitor,  or  Town  Matron  as  she  was  then  known, 
and  in  1908  Miss  Brabyn  was  appointed  as  such,  and  in  her 
first  year  she  paid  3,763  visits  to  mothers  and  babies.  Many 
social  problems  were  revealed,  for  example,  a child  of  three 
months  was  noted  to  be  fed  on  strawberries  and  bananas  ; 
another  child  died  after  being  taken  out,  imperfectly  clad, 
visiting  at  1 a.m.  on  Christmas  morning.  The  problem  of 
working  mothers  was  everywhere  evident.  Many  children 
were  put  out  to  nurse  and  glaring  dietary  errors  occurred, 
e.g.,  a six  months  old  baby  was  fed  on  fish  and  chips  during 
the  week  and  stew  at  weekends,  whilst  the  mother  was  out  at 
work  all  day,  commencing  at  6 a.m.  It  is  no  small  wonder 
that  such  a high  Infant  Mortality  Rate  existed  in  those  days 
which  are  not  so  very  long  ago,  and  it  is  all  the  more  gratifving 
to  note  how  the  number  of  the  deaths  of  children  in  the  first 
year  of  life  has  become  progressively  less  and  less.  Much 
research  and  work  is  going  on  at  the  present  time  in  an  endeavour 
to  bring  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  even  lower  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  such  work  will  have  its  due  reward. 

The  statistics  for  the  County  Borough  as  a whole  are  satis- 
factory and  apart  from  a slight  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
Measles,  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  was  very 
limited,  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  active  immunisation 
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measures  which  are  so  diligently  pursued  by  the  Health  De- 
partment and  General  Practitioners.  Such  facilities  are  readily 
available  and  are  being  taken  up  more  and  more  by  parents 
on  behalf  of  their  children  and,  in  many  cases,  themselves. 
Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  showed  in  increase  over  those  for 
1960,  being  28  as  against  19.  Of  these  28  notifications,  13 
were  immigrants  from  India  or  Pakistan.  It  would  be 
advisable,  I believe,  for  all  such  immigrants  to  be  tested  on 
admission  to  the  country  and  if  found  to  be  non-immune  to 
Tuberculosis  to  be  offered  B.C.G.  vaccination.  During  the 
year  a visit  was  made  to  Dewsbury  by  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  and  a special  effort  was  made  to  persuade  as  many  of  the 
immigrants  as  possible  to  attend.  A personal  letter  from  me, 
written  in  the  appropriate  languages,  urging  attendance  at  the 
Unit,  was  delivered  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  all  the 
immigrants,  and  in  addition,  a meeting  at  a local  cinema  was 
addressed  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  A lady 
interpreter,  whose  services  were  kindly  loaned  by  the  Housing 
Department,  was  present  at  the  sessions  held  by  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  at  the  Municipal  Buildings.  As  a conse- 
quence more  than  half  the  immigrant  population  submitted 
themselves  for  examination  and  the  Director  of  the  Unit 
expressed  himself  as  being  highly  satisfied  with  the  result  of 
the  measures  taken. 

There  were  only  4 deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  giving  a rate 
of  0.05  per  1,000  population,  showing  again  that  active  and 
modern  treatment  with  specific  drugs  is  very  effective. 


The  new  Mental  Health  Centre  sited  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Old  Vicarage  came  into  use  during  the  year  and  it  will,  no  doubt, 
play  in  the  future  an  important  part  in  the  developing  and  ex- 
panding mental  health  services.  It  is  tastefully  decorated 
and  is  very  well  suited  in  every  way  for  the  interviewing  of 
mentally  disordered  patients.  The  Adult  Training  Centre  in 
Orchard  Street,  is  now  firmly  established,  and  is  attended  by 
approximately  25  young  men  and  women,  most  of  whom  were 
previously  members  of  the  Junior  Training  Centre.  Due  to  the 
extremely  helpful  co-operation  of  Messrs.  Birkby’s  of  Liversedge, 
work,  in  the  shape  of  plastic  mouldings  which  require  finishing, 
is  brought  regularly  to  the  Centre  and  when  completed,  collected. 
The  firm  makes  payment  direct  to  the  Corporation,  who  in 
turn  pay  it  in  its  entirety  to  the  various  trainees  weekly  accord- 
ing to  tlie  amount  of  work  each  has  done  throughout  the  week. 
The  trainees  keep  working  hours,  i.e.,  9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.  and  have 
two  weeks  holiday  per  year.  Recently  further  work  through 
the  kindness  of  the  Yorkshire  Electricity  Board  has  been  ob- 
tained ; this  work  consists  of  dismantling  old  meters  and  separa- 
ting the  various  metals,  brass,  copper,  iron,  etc.,  which  are  then 
sold.  The  effect  of  giving  such  work  to  the  young  men  and  women 
has  been  most  marked  ; they  feel  they  are  now  useful  members 
of  society  and  they  show  an  intense  interest  and  confidence 
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in  all  that  they  do.  All  the  effort  and  arranging  that  is  involved 
in  instituting  such  schemes  has  been  more  than  repaid  by  the 
refreshing  outlook  which  has  developed  amongst  the  trainees. 

The  Chiropody  Service  for  old  persons  is  carried  out  most 
efficiently  by  the  Dewsbury  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association 
on  behalf  of  the  Corporation.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  members 
of  the  association  for  the  excellent  voluntary  work  they  are 
constantly  doing  in  connection  with  this  service.  Difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  recruiting  the  requisite  number  of 
chiropodists,  but  in  general,  the  scheme  is  satisfying  a most 
necessary  need.  Chiropody  treatment  for  handicapped  persons 
is  arranged  directly  by  the  Health  Department. 

A word  about  the  Home  Help  Service.  As  stated  in 
previous  reports  this  is  a most  difficult  service  to  administer 
in  that  a number  of  persons  complain  they  are  not  receiving 
sufficient  help.  It  must  be  realised  that  the  department  has 
the  services  of  the  equivalent  of  37  full  time  helps  only,  and  with 
an  old  age  population  of  over  6,000  it  is  very  necessary  to  allot 
the  services  of  the  helps  to  the  most  necessitous  cases.  Home 
helps,  of  course,  attend  other  households  where  there  is  illness 
or  incapacity,  as  well  as  aged  persons,  but  a large  part  of  their 
time  is  spent  on  the  latter  group.  On  receipt  of  a request  for 
such  a service,  the  Home  Help  Organiser  visits  the  house  of  the 
applicant  to  assess  what  help  is  required  and  in  the  light  of  her 
knowledge  of  the  service  as  a whole  and  the  calls  bting  made 
upon  it,  she  then  allots  what  help  she  can.  The  Home  Help 
Service  in  Dewsbury  is,  I believe,  the  only  entirely  free  one 
in  the  country,  and  since  it  became  so,  there  has  been  no  sudden 
increase  in  applications.  The  increase  which  has  occurred 
corresponds  very  closely  to  what  might  have  been  expected 
if  the  serivce  was  still  being  charged  for,  such  charges  of  course 
depending  upon  income. 

Health  Education. 

This  service  has  expanded  greatly  during  the  year,  and 
the  department  was  extremely  fortunate  in  securing  the  services 
of  Miss  Oldroyd,  formerly  a Sister  Tutor.  She  and  Miss  Fryer 
form  an  excellent  team  and  they,  in  co-operation  with  Dr.  Horner, 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  have  done  invaluable  work 
in  schools  and  in  the  community  in  general.  I trust  that  the 
section  on  Health  Education  in  the  body  of  this  report  will  be 
read  with  interest.  I am  convinced  that  such  a service  is  an 
essential  part  of  every  Health  Department,  and  that  it  must 
be  developed  more  and  more  as  years  go  by.  Before  leaving 
this  topic,  I must  pay  tribute  to  the  Head  Teachers  and  Teachers 
in  this  County  Borough  for  the  excellent  manner  in  which  they 
have  accepted  members  of  the  Health  Department  into  their 
schools  for  the  purpose  of  health  education.  They  have  been 
most  co-operative  and  helpful  in  every  wav  and  I,  personally,  am 
most  grateful  to  them. 
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The  Home  Nursing  Service  under  the  most  capable  super- 
vision of  Miss  Alderson,  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer, 
continues  to  function  in  its  usual  efficient  manner.  Last  year 
almost  27,000  nursing  visits  were  made  and  this  service,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Home  Help  Service,  has  enabled  many 
persons  to  remain  at  home  whilst  being  ill.  Also  cases  discharged 
from  hospital,  who  need  some  nursing  attention,  are  frequently 
referred  to  the  Health  Department  and  in  some  instances 
the  attention  required  is  of  a lengthy  duration. 

Mr.  Haworth,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his 
report  gives  details  of  many  measures  undertaken  to  ensure  the 
preservation  and  improvement  of  sanitary  conditions  in  the 
town,  e.g.,  smoke  control  orders  and  demolition  of  slum  prop- 
erties, etc.,  In  addition  he  mentions  the  constant  supervision 
which  is  undertaken  to  maintain  pure  food  supplies  which 
entails  frequent  sampling  and  inspection  of  methods  of 
preparation  and  distribution.  Mr.  Rock,  the  Cleansing  Super- 
intendent, also  gives  details  of  the  regular  collection  and  dis- 
posal of  refuse.  In  view  of  these  obviously  careful  measures 
which  are  taken,  and  taken,  quite  rightly,  as  a matter  of  course, 
these  days,  it  might  be  of  interest  to  have  a picture  of  what 
conditions  were  like  at  about  the  time  of  the  Incorporation  of  the 
Borough  in  1862. 

At  that  time  the  district  was  a most  unhealthy  and  unsatis- 
factory one.  Eleven  years  earlier  William  Ranger  had  visited 
the  township  at  the  request  of  the  General  Board  of  Health. 
The  report  which  he  subsequently  prepared  is  a shocking  catalogue 
of  the  sanitary  evils  of  the  time.  The  population  was  14,049  and 
increasing  rapidly.  There  was  no  plan  of  underground  drainage. 
The  refuse  matter  from  the  houses  was  thrown  into  the  passage 
way,  and  accumulations  of  liquid  refuse  often  caused  a stench 
in  nearby  houses.  The  contents  of  middens  were  allowed  to 
accumulate  until  they  reached  the  sills  of  the  lower  windows 
of  the  houses.  A large  number  of  houses  had  no  toilet  facilities 
and  there  was  no  such  thing  as  scavenging  or  refuse  collection. 
The  water  supply  was  precarious  since  the  extension  of  the 
collieries  had  caused  many  wells  to  dry  up.  People  often  had 
to  travel  two  miles  to  reach  any  kind  of  water  at  all  and  the 
supply  was  often  grossly  polluted.  The  “ beck  ” was  little 
more  than  an  open  sewer.  The  local  name  for  Typhus  Fever 
was  “ beck  fever  ” since  the  disease  was  common  along  this 
water  course,  and  the  diseases  of  Typhus  Fever,  Epidemic 
Diarrhoea  and  Dysentry  were  rampant.  Back-to-back  houses 
were  common  and  were  shown  to  be  the  cause  of  disease.  The  1 
forecourts  of  the  houses  were  not  flagged  and  the  dust  and 
filth  which  accumulated  can  only  be  imagined. 

The  Borough  therefore  inherited  a most  unhealthy  neigh- 
bourhood at  the  time  of  its  incorporation,  and  one  can  realise 
from  the  above  description  the  enormous  advancement  which 
has  taken  place  during  the  last  100  years  in  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  town.  Much  still  remains  to  be 
done  and  Time  and  Progress,  must,  of  a necessity,  march 
hand  in  hand. 
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Full  information  on  other  services  and  matters  of  interest 
are  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report  and  I trust  they  will 
give  a fair  reflection  of  the  health  of  the  town  as  a whole. 

Finally,  may  I take  this  opportunity  to  tender  to  the  Chair- 
man and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation of  the  generous  help  and  support  so  freely  given 
throughout  the  year. 

I should  also  like  to  thank  the  Town  Clerk  and  other  Officers 
of  the  Corporation  for  their  valuable  co-operation  and  help, 
and  lastly,  and  by  no  means  least,  my  own  staff  professional  and 
clerical  for  their  conscientious  work  throughout  the  year.

Health  of  Children. 

Prevention  of  break  up  of  families. 

During  the  year  under  review  5 meetings  were  held  under 
the  Chairmanship  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  deal  with 
this  subject  and  to  continue  with  the  work  that  was  done  in  the 
previous  year.  The  meetings  are  attended  by  the  Deputy  Town 
Clerk,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer,  Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer,  a senior  lady  Housing  Inspector,  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
Inspector,  the  Senior  National  Assistance  Officer,  the  Children’s 
Officer,  a Probation  Officer,  a Welfare  Officer  and  an  Education 
Department  Welfare  Officer. 

9 new  cases  were  discussed  and  helped  during  1961  in 
addition  to  18  cases  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1960. 
4 cases  were  taken  off  the  register  as  no  longer  needing  help 
because  of  the  improvement  which  had  been  effected  or  because 
they  had  removed  to  another  area.  At  the  end  of  1961  there 
remained  on  the  register  23  cases  still  under  discussion.  Some  of 
these  cases  represent  the  ‘hard  core’  of  problem  families  and  are 
with  us  year  after  year,  necessitating  a continuous  watch  on 
behalf  of  the  children  who  are  often  the  victims  of  the  indolence 
and  ignorance  of  their  parents. 


International  Vaccination  Certificates. 

During  the  year  188  certificates  were  authenticated  for 
persons  travelling  abroad,  either  permanently  or  temporarily.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Wakefield  (Director,  Dr.  L.  A.  Little),  and  during  1960 
approximately  a total  of  525  speciments  were  dealt  with, 
mainly  investigations  in  connection  with  sonne  dysentery  and 
food  poisoning. 


Promotion  of  Cleanliness. 

Cases  of  uncleanliness  are  dealt  with  at  the  Municipal  Build- 
ings, Halifax  Road,  Dewsbury,  by  a specially  appointed  Cleans- 
ing Assistant  employed  in  the  School  Health  Service. 

During  1961,  there  were  4 cases  of  head  lice  and  1 case  of 
scabies  amongst  pre-school  children,  2 cases  of  scabies  and  5 
cases  of  head  lice  amongst  adults. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

During  the  year  12  pre-school  children  suffering  from 
orthopaedic  defects  were  seen  by  the  Consultant  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon  at  the  School  Clinic.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA 
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WATER. 

Mr.  D.  E.  Strachan,  Water  Engineer,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  details  of  the  public  water  supply  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1961. 


Dewsbury  County  Borough  receives  water  in  bulk  from 
three  sources,  namely  : — 

1.  The  works  of  the  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike 

Waterworks  Board. 

2.  The  Corporation  of  Bradford. 


3.  The  Corporation  of  Halifax. 


Dewsbury  Corporation  is  not  responsible  for  production 
and  treatment  of  Halifax  and  Bradford  supplies,  but  is  indirectly 
responsible  in  that  respect  for  the  Board  water,  being  the  larger 
partner  in  the  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks 
Board. 

In  1961,  the  proportions  of  water  from  each  source  were: — 

1.  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks  Board  71% 

2.  Bradford  Corporation  ...  ...  ...  ...  16% 

3.  Halifax  Corporation  ...  ...  ...  ...  13% 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  source  of  supply  or  method 
of  distribution.  New  mains  have  been  laid  to  Corporation 
Housing  sites  at  Batley  Carr,  Thornhill  Lees,  Westtown  and 
Eastborough,  and  to  various  private  housing  site  withnin  the 
County  Borough.  A 6"  main  was  laid  to  replace  a 4"  main  in 
Boothrovd  Lane. 


No  new  constructional  work  has  been  done. 


All  houses  in  the  area,  except  for  a few  isolated  cottages, 
are  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses,  with 
no  standpipe  supplies.  There  was  no  restriction  of  supplies 
during  1961. 


The  rate  of  consumption  per  person  in  1961  was  32  -2  gallons 
per  head  per  day  for  domestic  and  unmeasured  trade  purposes 
and  26-9  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  measured  trade  supplies. 
The  chemical  analysis  of  the  waters  supplied  to  the  consumers  do 
not  show  the  water  to  have  any  liability  to  plumbo-solvent 
action.  No  contamination  has  taken  place  nor  has  any  been 
suspected.  The  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks 
Board  water  is  still  unfiltered.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Mr.  G.  J . Drummond,  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has 
supplied  the  following  information  with  regard  to  the  sewerage 
system  : — 

The  whole  sewerage  system  of  the  Borough  is  under  con- 
stant inspection  and  maintenance  and  during  the  year  various 
sections  were  cleaned  out,  most  particularly  the  trunk  sewer  in 
Thornhill  Lees  between  Forge  Lane  and  Slaithwaite  Road  along 
with  the  Thornhill  Lees  surface  water  culvert,  from  which 
several  tons  of  debris  were  removed. 

Foul  sewers  were  laid  in  Old  Bank  Road  and  Sugar  Lane  to 
couple  up  to  the  private  development  in  that  vicinity  and  in 
addition,  concurrent  with  private  development,  new  sewers  were 
laid  in  Hayson  Close,  Bywell  Close,  St.  Michael’s  Mount,  Henley 
Avenue,  Henley  Road,  Selbourne  Road,  Selbourne  Avenue, 
Selbourne  Drive,  Ullswater  Road,  Ullswater  Avenue,  Ullswater 
Close,  Ennerdale  Road  and  Ennerdale  Crescent,  similarly  with 
new  development  and  redevelopment  by  the  Corporation  in 
Eastborough,  Batley  Carr,  Westtown,  Thornhill  Lees,  Slaithwaite 
Road,  Ouzlewell  Lane  and  Valley  Road. 

New  channels  along  with  grit  chambers,  recording  flumes 
and  pipework  were  constructed  at  Mitchell  Laithes  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  to  accommodate  the  new  intake  from  Ossett  as 
a result  of  the  abolition  of  the  Healey  Sewage  Works,  Ossett. 

In  addition,  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  recirculation 
for  treated  effluent  incorporating  an  auxiliary  new  pumping 
station  and  these  are  at  present  with  the  Ministry.  Sludge 
Digestion  Tanks  are  being  designed  and  it  is  hoped  to  implement 
these  in  the  near  future. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Staynes,  Sewage  Works  Manager  has  supplied 
the  following  information: — 

The  main  Sewage  Treatment  Works,  situated  at  Mitchell 
Laithes,  deal  with  deomestic  sewage  and  trade  waste  waters  from 
the  County  Borough  of  Dewsbury,  the  Borough  of  Batley,  the 
Urban  District  of  Mirfield  and,  since  the  12th  October,  1961, 
part  of  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  of  Ossett  which  formally 
received  treatment  at  their  Healey  Sewage  Works.  The  popula- 
tion of  the  area  draining  to  the  works  is  105,000.  The  total 
volume  of  sewage  treated  amounted  to  2,666  million  gallons, 
equal  to  an  average  daily  flow  of  7,323,000  gallons.  Sludge  and 
solid  matter  removed  from  the  sewage  treated  was  84,464  tons. 

The  system  of  treatment  includes  primary  sedimentation, 
biological  filtration  together  with  re-circulation  of  effluent  and 
secondary  sedimentation.  Effluent  is  discharged  to  the  River 
Calder.  Notwithstanding  the  heavy  and  somewhat  over- 
loading of  the  treatment  plant,  it  has  been  possible  to  effect  a 
purification  figure  of  80%.

An  improved  scheme  of  recirculation  of  effluent  and  certain 
other  additions  and  modifications  to  the  plant,  now  awaiting  the 
sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  will, 
no  doubt,  bring  about  the  standard  of  purification  which,  at 
present,  does  not  quite  meet  with  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River 
Board  requirements. 

Ravensthorpe  Sewage  Works  deals  with  domestic  sewage 
and  trade  wastes  from  the  Ravensthorpe  part  of  the  County 
Borough.  Population  draining  to  the  works  is  7,000  and  the 
volume  of  sewage  treated  amounted  to  280  million  gallons  equal 
to  a daily  flow  of  768,000  gallons.  The  system  of  treatment  is 
similar  to  that  employed  at  Mitchell  Laithes  with  the  exception 
of  recirculation  of  effluent.  The  effluent,  which  generally  has 
been  within  the  required  standards  of  the  River  Board,  is  dis- 
charged to  the  Spen  Beck,  a tributary  of  the  River  Calder. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  information  in  this  section  has  been  kindly  contributed 
by  Mr.  M.  Lovett,  O.B.E.,  Chief  Inspector,  Yorkshire  Ouse 
River  Board,  Leeds: — 

The  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  is  the  authority  responsible 
for  dealing  with  matters  relating  to  river  pollution  prevention, 
land  drainage  and  fishery  interests  in  the  River  Calder  watershed. 

The  River  Calder  and  its  tributaries  receive  along  their 
lengths,  the  effluents  from  an  almost  unbroken  chain  of  sewage 
works  and  trade  premises.  The  problem  of  preventing  pollution 
in  the  middle  and  lower  reaches  of  the  river  is  complicated  by  the 
relative  smallness  of  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  in  relation  to  the 
volume  of  effiulents  discharged.  As  measured  at  Kirkthorpe 
Weir,  Wakefield,  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  is  about  95  million 
gallons  per  day.  At  that  point,  at  least  one-third  of  the  normal 
flow  of  water  in  the  river  can  be  accounted  for  as  effluent  from 
sewage  works.  In  addition,  treated  trade  effluents  amounting  to 
several  millions  of  gallons  per  day  are  discharged  to  the  river  and 
its  tributaries,  so  that  normally  the  amount  of  used  water  in  the 
river  is  often  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  flow,  this  being 
exclusive  of  the  use  of  virtually  the  whole  flow  in  the  river  for 
cooling  purposes  by  the  various  electricity  generating  stations 
between  Elland  and  Wakefield. 

There  were  no  abnormal  conditions  of  the  river  during  the 
year,  there  being  neither  drought  nor  serious  flood. 

The  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  an  area  such  as  the 
Calder  Valley  the  most  efficient  and  economical  means  of  dealing 
with  trade  effluents  is  by  discharging  them,  where  practicable, 
to  the  public  sewers,  for  treatment  at  the  sewage  works  of  the 
local  authorities.  The  Dewsbury  Corporation  continue  to  co- 
operate with  the  Board  in  furthering  this  policy,  and  with  very 
few  exceptions  all  the  trade  effluents  produced  within  the 
County  Borough,  and  in  the  adjacent  areas  of  Batlev  and 
Mirfield,  continue  to  receive  treatment  at  the  Corporation’s 
sewage  works. 
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The  scheme  to  provide  new  inlet  works  and  permanent 
equipment  for  recirculating  final  effluent  at  the  Mitchell  Laithes 
works  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  during  the  summer,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  pro- 
posals will  be  approved  shortly.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  pro- 
vision of  the  proposed  permanent  pumping  equipment  will  not 
only  result  in  the  production  of  effluents  of  the  required  standard, 
but  will  also  eliminate  possible  impairment  of  the  filters  resulting 
from  the  present  high  dosage  rates.  It  may  be,  however,  that 
with  the  acceptance  of  new  industrial  effluents  and  the  sewage  of 
Healey,  together  with  increasing  flows  from  all  the  areas  served, 
additional  biological  units  may  eventually  be  required. 

Work  on  the  required  modifications  at  the  Mitchell  Laithes 
sewage  works  to  facilitate  acceptance  of  the  Healey  (Ossett 
Borough)  sewage  (necessitated  by  the  abandonment  of  the 
Healey  sewage  works,  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the 
new  Healey  Mills  Marshalling  Yard),  were  virtually  complete  by 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  most  of  this  sewage  had  been  receiving 
treatment,  on  a temporary  basis,  for  some  months. 

The  quality  of  the  effluent  from  the  Ravensthorpe  sewage 
works  improved  slightly  during  the  year,  following  the  adoption 
of  improved  flow-balancing  arrangements  and  renewal  of  the 
arms  of  the  filter  distributors. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  condition  of  the  Spen 
River  as  it  enters  Dewsbury  County  Borough  area.  The  first 
stage  of  the  scheme  of  extensions  and  improvements  to  the  main 
sewage  works  serving  the  Borough  of  Spenborough,  became  fully 
operative  during  August,  1961.  Steady  progress  continues  to  be 
made  on  the  preparation  of  detailed  drawings  for  the  second 
stage  of  this  scheme.  Plans  are  also  being  prepared  for  the 
extension  of  the  North  Bierley  sewage  works  of  the  Bradford 
Corporation.  The  implementation  of  this  scheme  and  of  the 
Spenborough  scheme  will  result  in  a marked  improvement  in  the 
river  as  it  enters  the  County  Borough. 

Dye-house  effluent  from  a mill  in  Batley  continues  to  be 
discharged  to  stream,  and  this,  together  with  the  effects  of 
intermittent  discharges  of  sewage  from  stormwater  overflows, 
at  times,  tends  to  mar  the  appearance  of  the  Batley  Beck 
(Dewsbury  Beck)  as  it  flows  through  the  County  Borough. 

The  improved  condition  of  the  Smithies  Beck  (Batley  Beck) 
has  been  generally  maintained,  although  a discharge  to  it  of 
mine  water  continues  to  have  some  adverse  effect.  The  condition 
of  the  Pildacre  Beck  has  been  generally  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year.  Early  in  the  year  the  washery  effluent  from  the  colliery 
at  the  head  of  the  Chickenley  Beck  was  put  into  a completely 
closed  circuit,  since  when  the  condition  of  the  Beck  has  been 
generally  satisfactory,  though  its  quality  is  still  marred  from 
time  to  time  by  the  discharge  of  pit  water. 
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The  river  at  Brighouse  and  upstream  continues  to  support 
coarse  fish,  and  was  in  fact  the  venue  of  an  important  and  widely 
reported  “open”  fishing  match  during  October,  in  which  270 
anglers  participated,  with  a total  catch  of  over  400  lbs.  of  fish. 

Work  is  progressing  steadily  on  the  £2  million  scheme  of 
alterations  and  extensions  to  the  Huddersfield  County  Borough 
sewage  works.  This  scheme,  when  completed,  will  result  in 
further  substantial  improvement  of  the  middle  reaches  of  the 
Calder. 

Unduly  protracted  negotiations  have  delayed  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Holmfirth  sewage 
works,  to  facilitate  acceptance  of  effluents  from  trade  premises 
in  the  Holme  Valley  into  the  Council’s  sewerage  system,  and 
unfortunately  no  decisions  have  yet  been  made  as  to  the  adoption 
of  a specific  scheme  for  providing  much  needed  facilities  for 
dealing  with  the  sewage  and  trade  effluents  in  the  Sowerby 
Bridge  Urban  District. 

The  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1961,  which  came 
into  operation  on  27th  September,  1961 , introduced  new  measures 
for  dealing  with  pollution  by  discharges  of  sewage  and  trade 
effluent  not  controllable  under  the  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollu- 
tion) Act,  1951.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  River  Board  to  use 
these  powers  to  the  full  in  their  efforts  to  secure  further  improve- 
ment in  stream  conditions.

Cleansing  Superintendent  and  Transport  Manager. 
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PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Mr.  F.  Whitham,  Baths  Superintendent  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  : — 

The  Baths  are  situated  in  Old  Westgate  and  were  opened  in 
June,  1896,  and  since  then  have,  and  still  are  doing,  provided  a 
worthy  service  to  the  people  of  Dewsbury  and  the  surrounding 
areas.  The  Baths  comprise  2 swimming  baths,  18  slipper  baths, 
turkish,  zotofoam  and  aeratone  baths  and  a laundry. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  each  75  ft.  x24  ft.  with  a 
capacity  of  52,500  gallons  of  water  each.  The  major  bath  is 
opened  for  mixed  bathing  each  day  and  the  minor  bath  is  used  as 
an  instructional  bath  for  school  classes  and  for  single  sex  bathing 
after  school  hours.  The  water  in  both  baths  is  maintained  to  a 
high  degree  of  clarity  and  purity  by  means  of  constant  circula- 
tion through  the  filtration  plant.  Purification  of  the  water  is 
carried  out  by  means  of  modern  chlorination  treatment.  Regular 
colourmetric  tests  are  carried  out  during  the  day  to  ensure  that 
the  correct  ph  value,  alkalinity  and  chlorine  residual  is  main- 
tained. 

The  summer  of  1961  was  not  a good  one  from  a weather 
point  of  view,  and  that,  together  with  the  polio  epidemic  in  other 
parts  of  Yorkshire  had  an  adverse  effect  on  the  number  of  bathers, 
particularly  of  child  bathers.  A total  of  152,074  bathers  attended 
the  swimming  baths  during  1961,  and  of  these  55,086  were 
school  children  in  organised  classes  attending  for  instruction. 
Members  of  the  Infantile  Paralysis  Fellowship  and  the  Spastics 
are  given  a free  period  each  week  and  good  use  is  made  of  the 
privilege. 

Slipper  Baths. 

There  are  12  baths  for  men  and  6 for  women,  and  very  good 
use  is  made  of  them  particularly  by  the  coloured  people  of  the 
town.  I would  estimate  that  80%  of  slipper  bath  bathers  are 
coloured.  It  would  appear  that  there  has  been  a considerable 
influx  of  coloured  people  into  the  town  during  the  past  year  as  we 
have  had  an  increase  of  4,534  bathers  in  the  slipper  baths  and 
this  follows  the  1,000  increase  we  had  last  year  (1960).  Old  age 
pensioners  are  allowed  free  baths  during  the  early  part  of  the 
week  and  regular  use  is  made  of  the  facility. 

Turkish  and  Remedial  Baths. 

The  remedial  section  consists  of  Turkish,  Russian,  Zotofoam 
and  Aeratone  baths  and  are  quite  popular,  and  again  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  bathers  using  these  baths  of  477 
compared  with  1960. 
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Laundry. 

The  laundry  contains  a large  rotary  washing  machine,  a 
hydro-extractor,  power  mangle  and  dryer.  There  has  been  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  towels  used  at  the  baths, 
but  the  laundry  of  school  towels  has  ceased  due  to  the  change 
over  to  paper  towels.  Laundry  work  is  carried  out  for  other 
departments  of  the  Corporation. 

The  total  bathers  for  the  year  1961  is  made  up  as  follows  : —

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  Corporation  maintain  5 ladies  and  5 mens  conveni- 
ences, 2 of  each  have  washing  facilities  and  a full-time  attendant 
is  on  duty  at  each  place.  In  addition,  16  mens  urinals  are  main- 
tained and  have  no  attendant,  these  are  cleansed  and  disinfected 
by  a mobile  cleaner.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 
ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 

There  are  three  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  County  Borough 
administered  by  the  Corporation,  these  are  situated  at  Moor- 
lands Maternity  Hospital,  Thornhill  Council  Offices,  and  Heaton 
Lodge,  Earlsheaton. 

Staincliffe  General  Hospital,  Dewsbury,  have  a maternity 
wing  and  Dewsbury  mothers  are  admitted  by  arrangements  made 
by  their  family  doctor  and  the  hospital.  Staincliffe  administer 
their  own  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics. 

The  Corporation  clinics  provide  ante-natal  care  for  all 
mothers,  Dewsbury  residents  and  non-residents,  confined  in 
Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital  and  for  Dewsbury  mothers  who 
are  confined  at  home.  Routine  blood  tests  are  taken  from  every 
patient  for  Wasserman  and  Kahn  tests,  and  haemoglobin 
estimations  are  also  taken  as  routine  from  every  patient.  For 
details  of  the  natural  childbirth  and  mothercraft  classes,  which 
are  held  in  conjunction  with  these  clinics,  please  refer  to  the 
Health  Education  Section  of  the  report. 

POST-NATAL  CLINIC. 

The  Post-Natal  Clinic  administered  by  the  Corporation  is 
held  at  Moorlands  and  as  in  the  case  of  the  ante-natal  clinics, 
it  is  attended  by  non-residents  confined  there  as  well  as  by 
Dewsbury  Mothers. 

Premature  Baby  Clinic. 

This  clinic  is  held  twice  a month  at  Moorlands  and  is  in  the 
charge  of  the  Consultant  Paediatrician.  A Senior  Health  Visitor 
attends  the  clinic,  where  all  premature  babies  born  in  the  area  are 
referred,  together  with  any  baby  who  has  been  ill  in  hospital  or 
any  baby  who  has  any  abnormality.  An  average  of  12  babies 
attend  at  each  session.

INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS. 

The  table  on  page  48  gives  details  of  the  attendances  at 
each  of  the  Corporation’s  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  number  of  infants  attending  for  the  first  time  under 
one  year  of  age  was  90%  of  the  number  of  infants  born  during 
the  year  (live  births).  The  clinics  are  well  patronised  and  during 
the  year  2,060  children  attended  them.  This  is  an  increase  of 
251  children  on  the  previous  year’s  figure. 

The  amount  of  milk  foods  of  all  types  sold  at  the  clinics 
during  the  year  was  28,077  lbs.  compared  with  30,510  lbs.  in 
1960  and  36.289  lbs.  in  1957. 

Vitamin  Supplements. 

From  the  1st  June,  1961,  the  Government  introduced  new 
charges  for  the  sale  of  welfare  foods  and  in  addition  they  were 
freed  from  tokens,  so  that  mothers  could,  if  they  wished,  increase 
the  amounts  of  foods  they  wanted.  The  fact  that  the  issues  of 
these  welfare  foods  has  considerably  decreased,  is  largely  due  to 
the  increase  in  price,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a bottle  of 
orange  juice  contains  the  equivalent  of  nine  oranges  and  is 
therefore  good  value  at  l/6d.  per  bottle.  The  prices  for  the  other 
supplements  are: — Cod  Liver  Oil  1/-  per  bottle  and  Vitamin 
Tablets  (45  tablets  per  packet)  6d.

ATTENDANCES  AT  INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS. 
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DENTAL  SERVICE. 

Report  by  the  Senior  Dental  Officer — Mr.  J.  R.  Tuxford,  L.D.S. 

As  in  previous  years  Dental  treatment  has  been  made 
available  under  the  Local  Authority  scheme  to  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers,  and  children  under  school  age. 

During  the  year  we  have  maintained  the  comparative 
volume  of  treatment  in  comparison  with  previous  years,  and  no 
patient  in  need  has  had  any  difficulty  in  obtaining  prompt 
treatment. 

Patients  are  mostly  referred  from  the  Authority’s  ante- 
natal or  post-natal  clinics,  some  are  referred  from  their  own 
medical  advisors,  and  some  seek  treatment  on  their  own 
initiative.  Usually  pre-school  children  are  brought  to  the  clinic 
because  they  are  having  pain,  either  because  of  sepsis  or  acci- 
dental trauma,  or  some  defect  which  is  so  obvious  a parent 
notices  it.  The  general  dental  condition  of  pre-school  children 
who  attend  is  poor,  and  this  of  course,  is  a good  opportunity  to 
stress  the  necessity  of  correct  dietary  habits  and  good  oral 
hygiene. 

All  types  of  Dental  treatment  is  available,  including  the 
provision  of  dentures,  and  all  is  without  charge  to  nursing 
mothers  up  to  the  child  being  one  year  of  age,  and  to  expectant 
mothers.  The  dentures  are  made  by  an  outside  laboratory. 
Facilities  for  radiographic  examinations  are  available  when 
necessary.

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EIGHTLANDS  DAY  NURSERY. 

The  Health  Committee  continued  to  keep  the  Day  Nursery 
open  throughout  the  year  and  judging  by  the  considerable 
demand  for  places  there,  the  Committee’s  decision  has  been 
justified,  at  least  on  social  grounds.  The  admissions  are  governed 
by  an  order  of  priority,  which  takes  account  of  the  circumstances 
of  the  mother  of  the  child,  so  that  unmarried  mothers,  widowed 
and  divorced  or  separated  mothers  have  first  priority  followed 
by  medical  and  other  cases  which  are  decided  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  each  case  on  merit. 

The  staff  of  the  Day  Nursery  has  remained  as  in  previous 
years,  i.e.,  Matron,  2 Nursery  Assistants,  Cook,  Kitchen  Helper/ 
Cleaner  and  a part-time  laundress.  The  matron  can  engage 
temporary  additional  help  when  the  admissions  are  more  than  21 
per  day.  The  number  of  approved  placed  is  25  and  the  following 
table  shows  the  attendances  month  by  month: —

The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  as  a whole  was  16, 
this  was  slightly  lower  than  the  previous  year’s  figure,  and  is  due 
to  the  drop  in  attendances  during  December,  which  was 
accounted  for  by  short-time  working  in  the  local  textile 
industries. 

The  charges  for  admissions  remained  the  same  as  last  year 
at  l/6d.  per  day  the  minimum  charge  and  6/-d.  per  day  the 
maximum  charge,  the  actual  amount  charged  depends  on  the 
circumstances  of  the  applicant. 

1 he  children’s  meals  are  all  prepared  and  cooked  on  the 
premises  and  the  nursery  is  regularly  visited  by  one  of  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officers  when  the  children  are  medically 
examined. 

Mother  and  Baby  Homes. 

There  are  no  Mother  and  Baby  homes  provided  by  the 
Council,  but  approval  was  given  for  five  unmarried  expectant 
women  to  be  sent  to  homes  provided  by  religious  bodies,  payment 
being  made  by  the  authority. 

Illegitimate  Children. 

I he  authority  does  not  employ  a Social  Worker  for  purposes 
of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866.  The  mothers  are  visited  bv 
the  Health  Visitors,  who  offer  advice  on  the  care  of  the  children 
and  on  the  services  available  to  them. 


DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY. 


The  Authority  employed  4 Domiciliary  Midwives  in  1961, 
who  were  recognised  as  teacher  midwives  and  they  were  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  who 
is  also  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer.  All  four  midwives 
are  qualified  to  administer  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  and  Pethidine, 
and  each  midwife  has  her  own  equipment  for  these  purposes. 
Whilst  on  duty  each  is  responsible  for  domiciliary  births  night 
and  day  on  her  own  district.  If  off  duty,  the  work  is  chared  by 
the  other  midwives.  The  midwives  are  supplied  with  an  Infant 
Oxygen  Resuscitator  for  use  in  the  establishment  of  respiration 
in  asphyxiated  newborn  infants. 

In  accordance  with  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board,  one  of  the  midwives  attended  a refresher  course  held  at 
Bradford  during  July,  1961. 

All  the  midwives  own  their  own  cars  which  they  use  when 
on  duty,  and  for  which  they  receive  a car  allowance  from  the 
authority.

In  addition  the  midwives  attended  135  maternity  cases  who 
were  discharged  from  Moorlands  Maternity  and  Staincliffe 
General  Hospitals  before  the  10th  day  after  delivery. 
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HOSPITAL  MIDWIFERY. 

During  the  year  notification  of  intention  to  practise  within 
the  area  of  the  authority  was  given  by  29  midwives  employed  by 
the  Dewsbury,  Batley  and  Mirfield  Hospital  Management 
Committee,  as  Institutional  Midwives  at  either  Moorlands 
Maternity  Hospital  or  Staincliffe  General  Hospital.  During  the 
year  686  live  births  and  9 stillbirths  (Dewsbury  residents)  were 
notified  from  hospitals.  This  figure  includes  babies  born  at  Batley 
Maternity  Home,  Crossley  Maternity  Home,  Mirfield  and  a few 
from  Huddersfield  and  other  adjacent  towns. 


HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  number  of  Health  Visitors  employed  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  seven,  of  which  five  were  fully  qualified.  One  was  an 
“approved”  Health  Visitor  and  one  was  an  Assistant  Health 
Visitor.  This  figure  includes  a student  who  qualified  at  Leeds 
during  the  year.  There  were  no  students  in  training  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

In  July,  two  of  the  senior  Health  Visitors  attended  a 
residential  course  in  Mental  Health  held  at  the  University  of 
Bristol. 

The  Health  Visitors  do  dual  duty,  being  employed  as  School 
Nurses  as  well  as  Health  Visitors.  In  addition  to  their  duties  in 
Schools,  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  visiting  on  their  districts  they 
also  do  duty  at  the  open  Poliomyelitis  Clinic  which  has  been  held 
every  Saturday  morning  in  the  Health  Department.  One  of  the 
Senior  visitors  also  attends  the  Premature  Baby  Clinic  held 
twice  a month  at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital. 

Details  of  the  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  during 
1961  are  given  in  the  following  table. 
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HOME  NURSING. 

The  Corporation  are  entirely  responsible  for  the  Home 
Nursing  Service  in  Dewsbury.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  establish- 
ment has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  it  is  possible  to 
give  a service  which  is  most  satisfactory,  and  which  includes  the 
availability  of  nurses  by  night  as  well  as  day.  Transport  is 
provided  by  the  authority  in  the  shape  of  cars  and  auto-cycles. 
The  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  and  three  Home  Nurses  own 
their  own  cars  and  use  them  when  on  duty,  for  which  the 
authority  pays  a car  allowance.

In  addition,  during  the  year  194  children  received  one 
single  boosting  dose  ; 173  of  these  children  were  between  5 and 
15  years  and  21  were  under  5 years. 

Since  1951  there  has  not  been  a single  notified  case  of 
diphtheria  and  this  fact  is  justification  for  the  ever  present 
campaign  for  diphtheria  immunisation.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  number  of  children  being  vaccinated 
has  improved  slightly  over  the  past  few  years,  and  in  1961 
50%  of  the  children  born  throughout  the  year  received  vaccin- 
ation. 
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This  figure  is,  of  course,  too  small  to  produce  a substantial 
degree  of  protection  in  the  community,  but  the  improvement  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  As  a result  of  several  cases  of  small- 
pox in  the  Bradford  area  and  of  several  suspected  cases  in  this 
area,  there  has  been,  at  the  time  of  writing,  February,  1962,  the 
largest  number  of  smallpox  vaccinations  since  1953  when  we 
had  the  last  rush  for  vaccination  as  a result  of  a similar  outbreak 
in  the  area,  so  that  the  figures  for  1962  will  be  a very  substantial 
improvement  on  those  for  the  year  under  review.

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

In  1961  injections  against  Poliomyelitis  were  carried  out  as 
follows: —

Thus  the  total  number  of  injections  given  was  9,917,  and  the 
majority  of  these  were  carried  out  by  members  of  the  Health 
Department. 

The  fourth  boosting  injections  was  introduced  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  April,  1961,  and  this  was  immediately 
offered  to  the  parents  of  the  children  who  were  eligible  for  it  and 
as  shown  above  2,409  children  were  given  their  fourth  injection. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  there  has  been  a serious 
decline  in  the  supplies  of  salk  vaccine  and  this  has  meant  that  the 
programme  of  polio  vaccination  has  not  progressed  as  we  would 
have  wished.  The  change  over  of  Ministry  policy  from  salk  to 
oral  vaccine  has  meant  that  the  suppliers  of  salk  vaccine  have 
not  been  making  their  usual  quantities  and  this  allied  with  the 
failure  of  some  batches  of  the  vaccine  has  resulted  in  much 
smaller  quantities  being  available.  The  position  was  fully 
explained  to  the  local  general  practitioners  by  circular  letter  and 
by  dint  of  rationing  and  the  curtailment  of  the  programme  we 
were  able  to  get  through  without,  as  some  authorities  did, 
actually  running  out  of  supplies  altogether. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE.

Though 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  the  responsibility  of  clinical 
care  of  the  patients  and  control  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
tuberculosis  sanatoria,  dispensaries  and  mass  miniature  radio- 
graphy, the  domiciliary  medico-social  care  of  the  patients  and 
their  families  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Health  Authority.

PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Tuberculin  Testing  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Dewsbury 
School  Children  born  during  1947. 

Tuberculin  testing  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  13  year  old 
children  was  done  during  the  year.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  table  the  percentage  acceptance  by  parents  of  these 
children  was  62%,  as  compared  with  45%  for  the  previous  year, 
the  figures  for  1959  and  1958  are  55%  and  40%  respectively, 
and  for  1957  it  was  52%.  The  1961  figures  show  a considerable 
improvement  over  previous  years,  being  the  highest  rate  of 
acceptance  to  date.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Health  Education  has  been  greatly  expanded  during  the 
year.  Several  further  items  of  equipment  have  been  purchased, 
including  a record  player,  a record  on  natural  child-birth  and 
various  new  film  strips.  Full  use  has  again  been  made  of  the 
facilities  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education. 

Section  I. 

Expectant  Mothers. 

The  facilities  available  for  expectant  mothers  have  been 
developed  during  the  year  and  the  relevant  facts  about  pregnancy 
and  child-birth,  together  with  the  technique  of  relaxation  in 
preparation  for  labour,  control  breathing  and  helpful  exercises 
have  been  taught.  Classes  are  held  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
afternoons,  each  week,  for  those  attending  Moorlands  Maternity 
Hospital  and  Thursday  afternoon  for  mothers  who  are  being 
confined  at  Staincliffe  General  Hospital,  or  in  their  own  homes. 
A course  of  instruction  commences  at  the  30th  week  of  pregnancy 
and  continues  for  eight  weeks.  The  classes  are  well  attended  and 
seem  to  be  well  received  by  the  mothers  themselves.  Lectures 
and  demonstrations  on  the  subjects  of  Parent-craft  and  Child 
Care  are  included  into  the  work  of  the  classes.  During  the  first 
part  of  the  course,  exercises  are  taught  and  relaxation  practice  is 
given,  using  music  where  suitable.  Mothers  are  taught  the 
purpose  of  these  exercises  and  they  are  shown  a film  strip,  “The 
Birth  of  a Baby.”  During  the  second  part  of  the  course,  film 
strips  and  demonstrations  are  used  to  stress  the  value  of  general 
hygiene  in  the  care  of  the  rew  born,  correct  infant  feeding  and 
the  bathing  of  a baby.  Normal,  physical  and  emotional  develop- 
ment of  children  is  discussed,  together  with  the  services  available 
for  the  mother  and  the  young  child.  This  year,  the  addition  of  a 
record  player  and  the  new  record  from  the  Natural  Child-Birth 
Trust  of  Great  Britain,  have  been  most  useful.

During  the  year,  72  attendances  were  made  at  Ante-Natal 
clinics  in  Earlsheaton  and  Thornhill,  in  order  to  give  short  talks  to 
expectant  mothers  on  various  health  topics. 


Section  II. 

Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

Health  Education  work  in  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  has  been 
maintained  during  the  year.  Six  visits  were  made  to  various 
clinics  in  order  to  give  health  instruction  on  personal  hygiene, 
diet  and  infant  feeding.  Weekly  instruction  was  provided  at 
Ravensthorpe  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  and  tape  recordings,  made 
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by  one  of  the  Medical  Officers,  have  been  very  helpful  and  well 
received.  Demonstrations  in  all  clinics  were  given  by  the  Sirdar 
Wool  demonstrates  in  June.  During  August,  the  representative 
from  Heinz  Foods  showed  the  importance  of  correct  weaning 
techniques.  This  demonstration  was  also  available  at  each 
clinic. 


Section  III. 

Health  Education  in  Schools. 

Health  teaching  amongst  the  school  children  was  con- 
siderably increased  during  the  year.  Talks  to  groups  of  senior 
girls  were  given  in  Templefield,  Thornhill  and  Earlsheaton 
Secondary  Modern  Schools.  Two  visits  were  made  to  the 
Secondary  Technical  School  in  order  to  give  instruction  on  the 
Public  Health  Services.  The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  visited 
Victoria  Secondary  Modern  School  to  speak  to  the  boys  who 
were  leaving,  concerning  the  problems  of  occupational  health. 
Similar  visits  were  made  at  Earlsheaton,  Ravensthorpe  and 
Templefield  Secondary  Modern  Schools. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Autumn  term,  a systematic  course 
of  instruction  was  commenced  at  Ravensthorpe  Secondary 
Modern  School  and  this  continued  throughout  the  term.  This 
course  consisted  of  one  double  period  per  week  to  each  of  three 
classes  and  it  will  be  continued  throughout  the  school  year. 

A Health  Education  questionnaire,  consisting  of  100  ques- 
tions was  given  to  all  the  children  commencing  this  course  and  it 
is  intended  to  repeat  the  questionnaire  in  order  to  discover 
whether  any  improvement  of  group  score  has  occurred.  It  was 
subsequently  decided  to  extend  this  questionnaire  to  all  school 
children  in  their  final  year  at  a secondary  modern  school  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  assist  in  the  planning  of  a systematic  Health 
Education  syllabus  for  secondary  school  children. 

Several  primary  schools  have  been  visited  and  instruction 
has  been  given  to  the  children  and  to  the  staff.  These  schools 
are: —

Instruction  has  been  given  in  both  Special  schools.  First  Aid 
has  been  taught  at  the  Park  School  and  personal  hygiene  at  the 
Open  Air  School.  A group  of  girls  at  the  Wheelwright  Grammar 
School  have  attended  an  evening  class  in  First  Aid  and  the 
teaching  staff  at  one  school  have  received  a course  of  First  Aid 
instruction. 
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Section  IV. 

Display  Projects. 

The  Town  centre  display  case  has  continued  to  bring  before 
the  general  public  various  aspects  of  Health  Education.  The 
position  of  this  display  is  such  that  it  attracts  considerable 
attention  and  it  has  been  very  useful  to  display  various  notices 
relating  to  the  Health  Department. 

During  four  months  of  the  year,  various  displays  about 
Poliomyelitis  gave  information  concerning  times  of  sessions  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  visit  of  the  mass  X-ray  unit  was 
similarly  advertised.  The  remaining  exhibits  during  the  year 
were  Dental  Health — Care  of  the  Teeth,  Food  Hygiene,  Holiday 
Dangers — Safety  Hints,  Summer  Infections,  Home  Safety  for 
Christmas  and  the  New  Year.  The  material  which  is  displayed  in 
the  Town  centre  is  usually  transferred  to  a smaller  board  for 
display  at  each  of  the  infant  welfare  clinics  and  also  within  the 
Department  itself.  During  the  year,  various  posters  have  been 
displayed  in  schools,  infant  welfare  clinics  and  on  departmental 
notice  boards,  stressing  the  importance  of  various  aspects  of 
health  care. 


Section  V. 

Evening  Talks. 

Various  organisations,  both  within  the  Borough  boundary 
and  just  beyond,  made  application  during  the  year  to  receive  a 
visit  by  a member  of  the  Health  Department  staff.  28  visits 
and  talks  were  given  during  the  year  to  such  groups.  Six  of 
these  were  undertaken  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  remaining  22  by  the  Health  Education  Organisers. 
These  talks  were  given  mainly  to  Church  organisations  but  also 
included  political  groups  and  parent-teacher  associations.  The 
subjects  were  very  varied  and  included  Health  Education  in 
Dewsbury,  Mental  Health,  The  Work  of  the  Health  Visitor, 
The  Care  of  Mothers  and  Children,  The  Work  of  the  Public  Health 
Service  both  National  and  International,  Home  Safety  and  First 
Aid.  The  people  who  attended  these  sessions  were  always  most 
interested  in  the  subject  under  discussion.  Many  questions  were 
asked  and  this  instruction  was  of  great  value  in  focusing  public 
attention  on  various  services  and  needs  in  our  present  society. 
By  promoting  a deeper  understanding  of  the  problems  facing  the 
Health  Department,  these  talks  assist  the  general  development 
of  services  within  the  area. 


Section  VI. 

Professional  Training. 

(a)  In-Service  Training. 

The  Health  Visitors  met  on  seven  occasions  during  the  year 
to  discuss  the  significance  of  various  modern  developments  within 
the  field  of  child  care.  1 he  subjects  included  Health  Education  in 
Schools,  Child  Development,  Immunisation  Procedures,  Mothers 
and  Children  in  Hospital,  Tests  of  Hearing  and  Vision,  Mongolism 
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and  Defects  of  chromosome  Number.  These  meetings  also 
enabled  the  Health  Visitors  to  bring  forward  any  queries 
appertaining  to  their  work.  Ambulance  personnel  attended  an 
instructional  lecture  and  demonstration  on  the  technique  of 
mouth  to  mouth  and  mouth  to  airway  resuscitation.  This  was 
given  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  conjunction 
with  the  British  Oxygen  Company  Limited  and  proceeded  the 
introduction  of  airways  into  the  First  Aid  equipment  carried  by 
the  ambulance  vehicles.  In  addition,  whenever  new  film  strips 
are  purchased  or  loaned  to  the  Department,  the  staff  are  invited 
to  view  them  and  given  their  comments.  One  him  examined  in 
this  way,  proved  to  be  most  interesting  to  the  professional  staff, 
although  it  was  considered  to  be  unsuitable  for  showing  to  a lay 
audience. 

(b)  Other  Training. 

One  Doctor  from  Staincliffe  General  Hospital  visited  various 
clinics  and  schools  during  the  year  in  order  to  complete  the 
requirements  for  the  Diploma  in  Child  Health  (England) 
examination.  Student  Health  Visitors  also  attended  to  receive 
practical  instruction  in  the  work  of  a Health  Department  and 
nursing  staff  in  training  at  the  two  local  hospitals  visited  the 
Department  on  21  half  days  during  the  year.  Several  student 
teachers  attending  training  colleges  also  visited  the  Department. 
On  five  occasions  lay  persons  have  received  instruction  in  the 
Department  on  the  technique  of  public  speaking.  Two  lectures 
were  given  to  the  Borough  Police  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  on  the  technique  of  mouth  to  mouth  and  mouth  to 
airway  resuscitation. 
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V.D.  Visiting  and  Social  Work. 

The  Council  joins  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
in  providing  the  services  of  a V.D.  Social  Worker  who  is  centred 
at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  Treatment  Centre.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 


The  number  of  cases  helped  during  the  year  was  again  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year,  and  as  the  table  below  shows,  this 
pattern  has  been  a feature  of  the  last  six  years.  The  percentage 
increase  this  year  over  last  was  14  compared  with  12%  for  the 
previous  year.  There  was  a 53%  increase  in  maternity  cases 
over  last  year,  and  when  compared  with  1959  the  increase  in 
these  cases  was  190%.  The  percentage  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  Old  Age  and  Chronic  Sick  Cases  was  9 compared  with 
1960. 

It  is  now  possible  to  conclude  that  the  abolition  of  charges, 
which  was  effective  from  1st  April,  1960,  has  not  had  any  material 
effect  on  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with,  other  than  maternity 
cases,  and  here  one  must  find  that  the  large  increase  in  these 
cases  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  service  is  now  free  of  charge. 
Where  before,  this  category  was  usually  the  one  that  paid  some- 
thing towards  the  cost  of  the  service,  the  large  percentage  of 
cases  dealt  with  as  a whole,  i.e.,  the  old  and  chronic  sick  people, 
were  the  ones  who  before  1st  April,  1960,  paid  nothing  for  the 
service  as  the  great  majority  of  them  are  people  living  entirely  on 
the  retirement  pension,  supplemented  in  most  cases  by  the 
National  Assistance  Board. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  9 full-time  and  42  part- 
time  home  helps  employed.  They  are  supplied  with  overalls  and 
there  is  household  equipment  available  in  the  department  for 
loan  if  necessary.  There  are  in  addition  one  or  two  night  sitters 
who  can  be  called  on  when  needed.

During  the  year,  the  Mental  Health  Centre  has  come  into 
use  and  the  service  as  a whole  is  now  administered  from  this 
office.  The  staff  consists  of  one  full-time  Senior  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  and  three  half-time  Mental  Welfare  Officers.  There  is 
also  a full-time  clerical  assistant.

Community  Care. 

The  total  numbers  receiving  care  in  the  community,  exclud- 
ing those  attending  the  training  centres  who  are  dealt  with  below, 
is  93  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  there  has  been  an 
encouraging  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  referred  to  the 
Service  for  help  from  the  hospitals.  Towards  the  end  of  last  year 
this  trend  was  already  noted  and  it  has  continued  through  the 
year.  This  co-operation  has  been  helped  by  the  continued  assist- 
ance given  to  the  Psychiatric  out-patient  clinic  at  the  Dewsbury 
General  Hospital  where  the  S.M.W.O.  attends  weekly.  Also  the 
setting  up  of  a more  effective  social  work  department  at  the  main 
hospital  concerned  has  resulted  in  a freer  interchange  of  informa- 
tion. More  recently,  monthly  case  conferences  have  been  held  at 
the  hospital  to  which  M.W.O’s  have  been  invited.  Cases  of 
common  interest  have  been  discussed  at  these  and  this  has  still 
further  increased  co-operation. 

During  the  year,  arrangements  were  made  with  the  League 
of  Friendship  for  certain  patients,  who  it  was  felt  would  benefit 
from  more  social  intercourse,  to  attend  the  Occupation  Centre 
at  the  Municipal  Buildings,  and  during  this  time  four  such  people 
have  availed  themselves  of  this  help. 

No  person  has  been  taken  into  guardianship  under  the 
Mental  Health  Act  during  the  year  and  as  all  the  guardianship 
orders  under  the  old  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  were  allowed  to 
lapse,  this  means  that  there  are  in  fact  no  persons  under  com- 
pulsory care.  Those  who  were  under  compulsion  are  now  helped 
in  a voluntary  capacity. 

There  has  also  been  a notable  decline  in  the  numbers  of 
patients  who  have  been  admitted  compulsorily  to  psychiatric 
hospitals  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 

So  far  as  further  training  of  Staff  is  concerned,  Mr.  Chaffer, 
the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  undertook  a refresher  course 
for  Senior  Officers  run  by  the  National  Association  for  Mental 
Health.  The  first  half  of  this  was  held  in  Reading  and  the  second 
half  in  London  during  January. 

Since  admissions  and  discharges  to  psychiatric  hospitals  are 
no  longer  notified  to  the  Local  Health  Authority,  it  is  not 
possible,  as  in  former  years  to  indicate  the  numbers  of  people 
involved.  So  far  as  the  admissions  of  severely  subnormal  patients 
is  concerned,  there  is  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  long 
term  hospital  care  when  this  becomes  necessary.  The  usual 
short-term  holiday  placements  for  subnormal  people  being  cared 
for  at  home  by  parents  or  relatives  have  been  arranged  with 
comparative  ease. 

Adult  Training  Centre. 

The  Adult  Training  Centre  had  become  firmly  established  by 
the  end  of  the  year  and  is  now  attended  by  15  young  men  and  10 
young  women,  most  of  whom  have  previously  attended  the 
Junior  Training  Centre.  Of  these,  12  men  and  8 women  are  earn- 
ing varying  amounts  each  week.  The  work  done  by  these  young 
people  consists  of  removing  the  moulding  mark  from  small  plastic 
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components.  This  work  is  provided  by  Messrs.  Birkby’s  of 
Liversedge  who  have  been  most  co-operative  and  helpful  in 
every  way  and  to  whom  much  is  owed  for  the  success  of  the 
scheme.  They  deliver  quantities  of  these  mouldings  to  the  Centre 
and  collect  them  when  completed,  making  payment  for  the  work 
to  the  Corporation.  This  is  distributed  entirely  to  the  trainees 
according  to  the  amount  of  work  each  has  done  during  the  week. 
The  scheme  has  been  extremely  beneficial  to  these  young  people 
who,  for  the  first  time  are  able  to  feel  the  satisfaction  and  self- 
respect  that  comes  from  earning.  It  is  too  much  to  hope  that 
they  will  become  self-supporting  but  the  work  provides  a very 
useful  training  in  application  and  concentration  with  a pay 
packet  to  take  home  as  the  incentive. 


Junior  Training  Centre. 

The  staff  of  the  Junior  Training  Centre  continues  to  do 
invaluable  work  in  helping  the  subnormal  children  in  their 
charge  towards  as  great  a degree  of  independence  as  they  are 
capable  of.  There  is  a wide  range  of  ability  amongst  these 
children  and  training  them  effectively  is  a task  calling  for 
individual  treatment,  and  needing  almost  infinite  patience.  The 
happy  atmosphere  which  impresses  all  who  visit  the  Centre 
shows  better  than  anything  else  could,  how  the  devoted  work  of 
the  staff  is  bearing  fruit.  Several  of  the  older  children  are  now 
approaching  the  age  of  sixteen  and  will  then,  provided  they  are 
able,  participate  in  the  work  provided  in  the  Adult  Centre.  This 
graduation,  amongst  familiar  surroundings  helps  to  increase  the 
feeling  of  security  which  is  so  important  to  the  mentally  handi- 
capped young  person  and  the  loss  of  which  is  often  the  cause  of 
later  behaviour  problems. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  average  daily  attendance  was  .33 
and  the  number  on  the  register  was  42. 

The  usual  activities  and  meetings  of  the  Parents — Teachers 
Association  have  taken  place  and  these  contacts  have  proved  to 
be  most  helpful  in  the  smooth  running  of  the  Centre  by  engender- 
ing mutual  confidence  and  trust. 

A student  from  the  Manchester  training  course  for  teachers 
of  the  mentally  handicapped,  which  is  organised  by  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health  was  allocated  to  the  Centre  for 
the  practical  part  of  her  course  during  the  months  of  January 
and  February  and  was  a great  help  to  the  staff  during  that 
period. 

The  usual  children  s Christmas  party  was  held  on  Thursday, 
December  14th,  and  this  was  followed  on  Friday,  December 
22nd  by  an  outing  to  the  circus  in  Leeds  by  courtesy  of  the 
Yorkshire  Evening  News,  transport  was  provided  free  of  charge 
by  Mr.  Stanley  Gath,  a local  coach  proprietor. 
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The  facilities  of  the  school  health  service  are  available  to  the 
children  in  the  same  way  as  if  they  were  attending  schools,  and 
midday  meals  are  provided  by  the  schools  meals  service. 

The  staff  of  the  Junior  and  Adult  Centres  at  the  end  of  the 
year  consisted  of  one  qualified  supervisor,  Miss  Byrne,  who  has 
been  in  charge  since  the  Centre  opened,  and  five  unqualified 
assistants. 


Residential  Accommodation. 

The  plans  for  providing  residential  accommodation  for 
subnormal  persons  are  going  forward  and  a site  for  the  building 
has  been  finally  secured  in  Burgh  Mill  Lane.  In  the  first  place, 
the  accommodation  is  to  be  for  sixteen  persons,  eight  of  each  sex 
and  is  primarily  intended  for  subnormal  people  who  have  been 
living  in  the  community  in  the  care  of  parents  or  relatives  but 
who  are  no  longer  able  to  do  so  because  of  the  death  or  incapacity 
of  the  relative.  A second  purpose  will  be  to  provide  for  people 
who  are  at  present  patients  in  psychiatric  hospitals  for  the  sub- 
normal but  who  no  longer  need  hospital  treatment  and  who 
would  be  discharged  home  if  they  had  suitable  homes  to  which 
they  could  return.  There  will  also  be  provision  for  the  occasional 
emergency,  where  a short-term  place  for  a subnormal  person  is 
needed.  Generally,  the  aim  will  be  to  provide  for  subnormal 
persons  capable  of  doing  some  work,  in  open  industry  if  possible, 
if  not,  at  the  existing  Adult  Training  Centre  where  they  can  earn 
a certain  amount  of  money  or,  if  they  are  unable  to  do  so,  take 
part  in  some  diversionary  occupation.  They  will  be  expected  to 
pay  for  their  maintenance  in  so  far  as  they  are  able  and  the  aim 
will  be  to  encourage  them  in  every  way  towards  taking  as  much 
responsibility  for  themselves  as  possible.  They  will  also  be 
encouraged  to  mix  as  freely  as  their  condition  will  allow  with  the 
rest  of  the  community.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1961. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the 

County  Borough  of  Dewsbury. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  information  my 
Annual  Report  and  record  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  Dec- 
ember, 1961. 

The  report  follows  a similar  pattern  as  in  previous  years,  in 
so  far  as  I have  summarised  under  their  respective  headings  the 
conditions  prevailing  in  all  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Inspec- 
tors’ work,  other  than  Public  Cleansing. 

A considerable  proportion  of  the  Inspectors’  time  has  been 
spent  in  connection  with  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  Smoke  Control 
Areas.  During  the  month  of  April  the  “Eastborough  Smoke 
Control  Order,  1960”  was  confirmed,  without  modification  by  the 
Minister,  the  operative  date  being  November  1st,  1961.  It  was 
necessary  to  serve  37  Statutory  Notices  upon  property  owners  to 
carry  out  adaptations  to  fireplaces  so  as  to  comply  with  the 
above  Order. 

The  fourth  Smoke  Control  Order,  “Ravensthorpe  No.  1” 
was  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation  during  November 
and  confirmation  is  still  awaited. 

On  the  Industrial  side,  it  was  necessary  to  send  three  warn- 
ing letters  in  connection  with  contraventions  of  the  Dark  Smoke 
(Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958.  In  another  instance,  a 
prosecution  was  withdrawn  due  to  the  closing  down  of  the  firm 
concerned.  I am  able  to  report  that  more  than  half  of  the 
industrial  plants  within  the  County  Borough  are  now  able  to 
operate  within  the  terms  of  the  above  Regulations. 

The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  (Appointed 
Day  No.  2)  Order,  1961,  became  operative  on  the  1st  July,  1961, 
regarding  the  County  Borough  of  Dewsbury.  From  this  date  only 
three  slaughterhouses  were  licenced.  The  owners  of  the  slaughter- 
houses experienced  great  difficulty  in  getting  the  contractors  to 
execute  the  works  quickly,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the 
work  was  nearing  completion. 

I regret  to  say  that  it  was  necessary  to  report  contraventions 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1960,  by  three  market  traders, 
which  subsequently  resulted  in  legal  action  being  taken. 
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Caravans  do  not  create  any  real  problem  within  this  area  and 
only  three  site  licences  were  granted,  one  of  which  was  for  a 
period  of  three  months  only. 

Progress  continues  in  the  clearance  of  Slum  Properties  and 
during  the  year  290  houses  were  demolished.  This  entailed  the 
re-housing  of  131  families  and  single  persons  amounting  to  347 
persons.  Four  houses  were  closed  and  two  families  consisting  of 
seven  persons  were  re-housed  by  the  Authority. 

New  legislation  enacted  during  the  year  include  the 
Factories  Act,  1961  and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961.  The  former 
is  an  Act  to  consolidate  the  Factories  Act,  1937  to  1959  and  other 
enactments  relating  to  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  employed 
persons.  The  new  Public  Health  Act  amends  certain  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  1936  and  in  particular  relates  to  building  byelaws, 
which  will  in  due  course  be  replaced  by  Building  Regulations 
made  by  the  Minister.  The  local  authority  will  then  no  longer 
have  power  to  make  building  byelaws. 

The  work  of  the  Department  continues  to  proceed  satis- 
factorily and  I would  like  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairmen  and  members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees 
for  their  valued  help  and  support  throughout  1961,  and  also  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  most  valuable  assistance  and 
support,  and  to  the  staff  of  Inspectors,  Clerks  and  workmen  I 
record  my  thanks  for  the  excellent  manner  in  which  they  have 
carried  out  their  duties.

The  remaining  staff  consists  of  three  female  clerks  and  two 
van  drivers/disinfectors.  One  vacancy  for  van  driver/disinfector 
occurred  during  the  year  and  the  post  was  subsequently  filled. 
A further  vacancy  occurred  in  November  by  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  J.  Pugh  who  had  served  the  Department  for  twenty  years. 
This  vacancy  remains  unfilled. 

In  addition  to  the  statutory  qualifications  held  by  all  the 
District  Public  Health  Inspectors,  they  also  hold  the  Certificate 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  for  the  Inspection  of  Meat  & 
Other  Foods,  whilst  additional  qualifications  held  include  : —

Sanitary  & Domestic  Engineering  C<  rtificate;  and 

S*nke  Inspector’s  Diploma.

The  recognised  minimum  rate  of  sampling  is  three  samples 
per  1,000  population  per  annum,  so  taking  Dewsbury's  popula- 
tion as  roughly  50,000,  this  would  equal  150  samples  per  year. 

It  has  long  been  the  practice  in  Dewsbury  to  exceed  the 
minimum  requirement,  and  during  the  year  214  samples  were 
taken  for  chemical  analysis,  which  gives  an  equivalent  rate  of 
4-3  samples  per  1,000  population. 

101  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  taking  samples 
under  the  Food  & Drugs  Acts.  214  samples  were  taken,  202  of 
which  were  found  to  be  genuine  and  12  adulterated,  giving  a 
percentage  adulteration  of  5-6%.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

As  in  previous  years  100  per  cent,  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  seven  private  slaughterhouses  within  the 
Borough  was  maintained,  and  the  quality  of  meat  remained  high. 
The  number  of  slaughterhouses  was  reduced  from  7 to  3 from  1 st 
July,  1961,  under  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations 
(Appointed  Day  No.  2)  Order,  1961.  Sunday  meat  inspection 
duty  is  still  carried  out  at  one  of  the  slaughterhouses  and  worked 
on  rota  by  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

562  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  and  in  consequence 
2 tons  8 cwts.  1 qr.  8 lbs.  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned  and 
destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  food.  The  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  was  1,171  cattle  other  than  cows,  71  cows,  105 
calves,  4,764  sheep  and  4,684  pigs.  Offals  and  small  quantities 
of  meat  surrendered  by  the  occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouses  are 
collected  by  this  Department  and  disposed  of  by  incineration, 
whilst  carcases  found  to  be  unfit  for  food  are  dyed  by  the 
Inspectors  before  being  sold  by  the  aforementioned  to  manu- 
facturers of  non-edible  products.  There  were  no  horses  slaught- 
ered in  the  Borough.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Rats  and  Mice. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  of  all  types  of  premises  continues  as 
in  previous  years.  Dwellinghouses  are  entitled  to  the  service  free 
whilst  all  business  premises  are  subject  to  a charge  for  labour 
and  material  plus  administration  costs. 

Two  comprehensive  treatments  were  given  to  the  Corpora- 
tion sewers  within  the  Borough,  labour  being  supplied  by  the 
Borough  Engineer.  In  addition  10%  of  the  remaining  sewers 
were  also  test  baited.  The  refuse  tip  at  Ravensthorpe  and  known 
as  Pilgrim  tip  had  to  be  treated  for  heavy  infestation  of  rats. 
The  spoon  gassing  method  was  adapted  with  very  good  results.

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Record  of  Observations  with  Deposit  Gauges  for  the  Year  1961. 
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Rag  Flock. 

Under  the  Rag  Flock  & Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951, 
four  licences  relating  to  premises  manufacturing  or  storing  rag 
flock  were  renewed  and  two  upholstery  premises  registered.  A 
total  of  six  visits  was  made  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 
The  Rag  Flock  & Other  Filling  Materials  Regulations,  1961 
were  introduced  in  July  and  they  supercede  the  Regulations  of 
1951  and  1954,  which  lay  down  standards  of  cleanliness,  etc. 

Two  formal  samples  of  washed  flock,  one  sample  of  feathers 
and  one  sample  of  algerian  fibre  were  submitted  for  analysis  and 
were  reported  genuine. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs. 

Nine  informal  samples  of  Fertilisers  and  four  informal 
samples  of  Feeding  Stuffs  were  taken  during  the  period. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons. 

39  visits  were  made  to  premises  which  were  registered  as 
Listed  Sellers  under  Part  II  of  the  Pharmacy  & Poisons  Act. 
There  were  no  contraventions  of  the  Act. 

Vermin. 

114  visits  were  made  to  verminous  premises  and  22  visits 
to  premises  found  to  be  dirty. 

Insect  and  kindred  pests  were  dealt  with  by  spraying  and 
fumigating  with  the  most  up-to-date  insecticides.  In  all  cases 
the  treatment  proved  satisfactory.  Verminous  clothing  and 
beddings  are  treated  by  steam  disinfestation  plant  at  the 
Municipal  Buildings. 

In  all,  53  houses  with  a total  of  90  rooms  have  been  treated. 
In  addition,  22,209  articles  of  bedding,  clothing  and  furniture, 
etc.,  were  disinfested. 

The  service  to  local  manufacturers  requiring  disinfection 
certificates  for  goods  treated  before  exportation  has  continued.
